D relates: to a. coaxial cable connector including an expansion pin which is electrically 
connected to a central conductor for impedance matching. 

Claims 1-44 of the present invention relate to an SMA connector, a preferable embodiment of 
which comprises a body acting as ground, a central conductor located in the inner part of the 
ground, an insulator with a predetermined dielectric constant located between the body and 
the central conductor, a first step transition part formed in the body, and a taper, a slit and a 
slot formed in the central conductor in order to improve RF characteristics. Therefore, the 
present invention differs in regards to using the component of an expansion pin. The 
components of the present invention's taper, and slit and slot cannot be found either in the 
above cited document nor within conventional techniques. Accordingly, the present invention 
is considered to be novel and to involve an inventive step. 
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
